As  part  of  our  examination  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Epsom,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1985,  we  made  a 
study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the 
extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  an 
evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other 
auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the 
financial  statements  and  to  assist  the  auditor  in  planning  and  performing  his 
examination  of  the  financial  statements. 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  is  an  important  responsibility  of  Town  officials.  The  objective  of 
internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable,  but  not  absolute, 
assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use 
or  disposition  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial 
statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.  The  concept  of  reason-

able  assurance  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily 
requires  estimates  and  judgments  by  Town  officials. 

Because  of  the  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting 
control,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected. 
Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to 
the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in 
conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may 
deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  in  the  first 
paragraph  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the 
system.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  of  the  Town  of  Epsom  taken  as  a  whole.  However,  our 
study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  following  conditions  that  we  believe  result 
in  more  than  a  relatively  low  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that 
would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Epsom 
may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period. 

These  conditions  were  considered  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and 
extent  of  the  audit  tests  to  be  applied  in  our  examination  of  the  1 985  financial 
statements,  and  this  report  does  not  affect  our  report  on  these  financial 
statements  dated  July  18,  1986. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  we  received  from 
Town  officials  at  all  levels. 

We  would  be  pleased  to  discuss  our  comments  further  with  you  should  you 
so  desire.  This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  should 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  The  provisions  of  RSA  7 1-A:21  require  that 
this  letter  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  funds  and 
account  groups  as  indexed,  of  the  Town  of  Epsom,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1985.  Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly, 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  more  fully  described  in  Note  1  A,  the  combined  financial  statements  do 
not  include  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  which  should  be  included  to 
conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except,  that  the  omission  of  the  financial  statements 
described  above  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  and  the  treatment  of 
revenue  recognition  per  the  foregoing  paragraph  is  a  departure  from  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  the  aforementioned  financial  statements 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Epsom,  New  Hampshire  as 
of  December  31,  1985  and  the  results  of  the  operations  for  the  year  ended  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supporting  schedules 
listed  in  the  index  are  presented  for  the  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are 
not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Epsom, 
New  Hampshire.  The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined  financial  statements 
and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Comments  and  Recommendations 

(1)  CASH  RECEIPTS 

Finding  -  A  re  view  of  the  records  of  deposits  shows  that  funds  received  by 
the  tax  collector  are  not  being  deposited  promptly.  The  tax  collector  is  still 
turning  funds  over  to  the  treasurer  for  deposit  causing  further  delays,  (per 
RS.A.  41:35  tax  collectors  must  deposit  receipts  at  least  weekly  or  when 
funds  reach  $500).  The  result  is  that  there  is  a  considerable  loss  to  the  Town  of 
the  use  of  funds  and  the  consequent  loss  in  interest  income  and  the  additional 
cost  of  interest  on  tax  anticipation  notes. 

Recommendation  -  We  recommend  that  the  tax  collector  review  the 
procedures  for  handling  receipts  so  as  to  be  able  to  made  deposits  promptly.  If 
the  volume  of  transactions  is  high  at  times  priority  should  be  given  to 
depositing  the  funds  while  providing  the  documentation  that  will  be  necessary 
for  posting  to  the  accounts.  Receipts  can  be  deposited  the  day  they  are 
received.  Posting  to  the  account  can  be  done  later  from  documents  received 
with  the  payments.  The  assistance  of  the  deputy  tax  collector  may  be  needed 
during  peak  periods. 

We  recommended  in  our  1983  report  that  the  tax  collector  made  the  deposit 
to  the  bank  and  give  the  treasurer  a  copy  of  the  receipted  deposit  ticket.  We 
reiterate  this  reommendation.  Several  days  are  lost  unnecessarily  by  the  extra 
handhng  by  the  treasurer.  There  would  be  a  considerable  benefit  to  the  Town 
in  interest  income  and  a  savings  in  tax  anticipation  note  interest  if  these 
recommendations  are  followed. 

(2)  LIBRARY 

Finding  -  The  library  is  reporting  its  financial  activity  on  a  fiscal  year 
ending  March  3 1 . 

Recommendation  -  We  recommend  the  library  report  on  a  calendar  year 
basis  so  as  to  be  consistent  with  the  Town. 

(3)  COMPUTER  APPLICATION  -  ACCOUNTING  OFFICE 
Comments  -  The  accounting  office  could  make  more  use  of  the  computer 

thereby  eliminating  some  of  the  manual  accounting  work  and  providing  better 
records  and  information  for  the  Town  officials. 

There  is  a  program  available  for  the  computer  the  Town  is  using  for 
recording  expenditures,  revenues  and  budget.  This  program  can  provide 
reports  for  management's  use  of  budget  and  actual  expenditures  and  revenue 
and  reports  for  cash  management. 
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The  manual  system  could  be  replaced  with  some  saving  in  time.  More 
important  than  the  saving  in  time  is  the  management  information  that  will  be 
available  to  the  selectmen,  department  heads  and  budget  committee. 

A  by-product  is  that  there  would  then  be  the  opportunity  to  revise  other 
office  procedures  that  are  in  need  of  being  made  more  efficient. 

We  believe  there  is  duplication  of  work  in  the  selectmen's  office  in  certain 
areas  where  the  same  information  is  recorded  in  the  computer  with  respect  to 
property  records.  Subjects  to  be  reviewed  for  this  possibility  are  the  index 
cards  and  deed  transfer  records. 

It  is  very  important  that  both  the  office  personnel  should  be  familiar  with 
operation  of  the  computer  in  order  to  allow  more  flexibility  in  assignments  and 
scheduling  of  duties. 

As  the  Town  grows  the  volume  and  complexity  of  the  work  in  the 
selectmen's  office  grows.  There  is  a  question  as  to  whether  two  people  working 
a  total  of  55  hours  is  enough.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  this  at  this  time  since  the 
implementation  of  the  computer  described  above  would  change  the  work  load 
considerably.  At  that  time  there  should  be  a  review  of  the  many  other  tasks  to 
determine  the  amount  of  time  required  and  whether  there  is  some  duplication 
of  effort. 

(4)  GENERAL  FIXED  ASSETS 

Finding  -  The  Town  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets 
as  is  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  for  governmental 
units. 

Recommendation  -  In  order  to  conform  to  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  the  Town  should  take  steps  to  develop  a  record  of  general  fixed 
assets. 

(5)  TAX  MAP  FUND 

Finding  -  For  several  years  there  has  been  a  savings  account  designated  as 
"tax  map".  The  balance  at  December  31,  1985  was  $468.49.  This  fund  has 
been  reported  as  a  Special  Revenue  Fund  in  our  financial  statements. 

Recommendation  -  If  there  is  no  reason  to  continue  this  account  the 
selectmen  should  consider  closing  it  to  the  General  Fund.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EPSOM  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  1986 

The  Epsom  Library  had  a  busy  year  providing  many  services  in  spite  of  our 
cramped  space.  The  number  of  books  available  is  enlarged  by  our  using  a  book 
leasing  plan  which  brings  current  books  constantly  into  the  library.  Also, 
books  not  available  here  can  be  obtained  by  loan  from  other  libraries.  The 
Library  subscribes  to  40  different  magazines  and  now  has  an  up-to-date 
Encyclopaedia  Brittanica  as  well  as  other  reference  books.  Currently  an  adult 
reading  and  discussion  group  is  being  planned.  Of  course,  in  addition  to  our 
regular  hours,  we  continue  our  Wednesday  evening  and  Saturday  hours  to 
serve  the  adult  population  more  fully. 

Tremendous  thanks  are  due  to  the  many  volunteers  who  provide  so  many 
valuable  services  to  the  Library.  Among  their  activities  have  been  work  on  the 
Library  inventory,  providing  an  active  an  varied  children's  program,  small 
building  repair,  and  cleaning  projects,  as  well  as  help  with  the  daily 
functioning.  Still  more  volunteers,  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  under  the  able 
leadership  of  Peg  Daniel  sponsored  the  appearance  of  the  Little  Red  Wagon 
show,  and  an  evening  program  for  the  community  put  on  by  the  story  teller. 
Odds  Bodkin,  for  Library  Week.  The  Friends  have  also  organized  several 
successful  fund  raising  activities  for  gifts  to  the  Library. 

The  Expansion  Fund,  begun  to  finance  future  expansion  of  the  building,  is 
currently  on  hold  but  still  alive.  The  survey  done  as  a  donation  by  David  Noyes 
shows  there  is  not  enough  land  on  the  present  location  to  expand.

The  year  of  1 986  was  a  very  busy  one  with  over  8000  calls  received  by  the 
Police  Department. 

Each  year  motor  vehicle  accidents  increase,  with  two  fatalities  and  many 
serious  injuries  in  1986. 

We  also  had  a  plane  crash  which  killed  two  persons. 

All  types  of  arrests  are  up,  with  three  times  the  number  of  DWI  arrests. 

As  I  have  done  for  the  last  two  years,  I  ask  cooperation  with  our  problems  of 
dogs  running  at  large.  Apparently  people  feel  this  request  must  only  apply  to 
somebody  else. 

Voluntary  compliance  with  speed  and  motor  vehicle  road  signs  do  not  seem 
to  work,  either.  People  are  in  too  much  of  a  hurry  and  show  a  total  disregard  for 
other  people's  rights  and  safety.  A  prime  example  of  this  is  when  vehicles  pass 
school  buses  with  the  red  stop  lights  on. 

I  sincerely  hope  1 987  is  a  safer  year  on  our  roads  and  that  criminal  activity  is 
reduced.

This  is  a  new  item,  the  Facility,  was  ordered  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
to  have  the  ashes  removed  in  1 987,  we  are  not  allowed  to  spread  these  ashes  at 
the  present  facility. 

The  1986,  budget  was  over  spent,  namely  due  to  the  increase  of  hauling  off 
the  unbumables,  also  the  present  INCINERATOR  is  getting  very  tired.  It  has 
served  us  very  well,  the  quantity  that  is  presently  being  burned  is  far  in  excess 
of  what  it  was  designed  for,  as  you  will  note  by  the  increase  in  repairs.  The 
Board  will  be  asking  the  Town,  to  vote  the  APPROPRIATIONS  to  purchase 
a  new  more  modern  incinerator,  that  will  bum  approximately  2,500  lbs.  of 
waste  per  hour,  the  present  one  bums  approximately  500  lbs.  Wages  were 
slightly  over  spent,  do  to  the  increase  in  volume  of  bumables. 
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The  projected  other  income  for  1986  $7,000.00.  This  fell  short  by 
$1 ,621 .95.  The  combination  of  the  items  listed,  caused  the  Board  to  Transfer 
from  the  Construction  $1 3,000.00,  so  that  the  bills  could  be  paid.  There  is  a 
check  book  balance  of  $6,510.78,  that  will  be  transferred  back  to  the 
Construction  Account. 

THE  NEW  INCINERATOR  MENTIONED  ABOVE  WILL  COST 
APPROXIMATELY  $400,000.00.  THE  BOARD  IS  ASKING  EACH 
TOWN  TO  RAISE  $110,000.00  FOR  THE  PURCHASE  OF  THIS 
ITEM.  AFTER  THE  NEW  INCINERATOR  IS  INSTALLED  THE 
PRESENT  ONE  WILL  BE  REFURBISHED,  SO  THAT  WE  NOW 
WILL  HAVE  THE  CAPABILITY  OF  BURNING  APPROXIMATELY 
3200  LBS.  OF  WASTE  EACH  HOUR. 

The  new  incinerator  mentioned  above  will  cost  approximately  $400,000. 
The  Board  is  asking  each  town  to  raise  $  1 1 0,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  this 
item.  After  the  new  incinerator  is  installed  the  present  one  will  be 
refurbished,  so  that  we  now  will  have  the  capability  of  burning  approxi- 
mately 3200  lbs.  of  waste  each  hour.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EPSOM  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  April  of  this  year,  John  W.  Sawyer  retired  as  Chief  of  the  Epsom  Fire 
Department  for  health  reasons.  John  is  continuing  his  association  with  the 
department  but  on  a  more  Hmited  basis,  I  am  sure  that  all  Epsom  residents  join 
me  in  wishing  John  well. 

We  are  still  struggling  to  finish  projects  in  the  new  station.  Some  of  our  goals 
are  in  sight  and  hopefully  it  will  not  be  too  long  before  we  can  use  the  upstairs 
for  fund  raisers  and  other  activities. 

As  approved  by  the  voters  at  last  years  Town  Meeting,  we  advertised  for 
bids  for  a  new  fire  truck,  and  the  result  is  that  the  Selectmen  and  myself  have 
awarded  the  bid  and  signed  a  contract  with  "Pierce  Fire  Apparatus  Manufac- 
turing Co."  of  Appleton,  Wisconsin  to  furnish  the  Town  of  Epsom  with  a  Class 
"A"  Pumper.  Some  of  the  features  of  the  new  truck,  due  in  May  or  June  1 987, 
are:  a  five  (5)  man  cab,  a  large  diesel  engine  w/automatic  transmission,  a  1 ,500 
gallon  per  minute  pump,  a  1,000  gallon  water  tank,  a  40  gallon  foam  tank  for 
use  on  flamable  Uquid  fires  or  Hazardous  material  incidents.  Everyone  on  the 
Department  is  looking  forward  to  the  arrival  of  this  new  addition. 

The  other  vehicles  in  our  fire  fleet  are  still  receiving  top  care  and 
maintenance  in  our  efforts  to  keep  them  ready  to  respond  to  emergencies. 
Major  repairs  had  to  be  made  to  two  truck  pumps  this  past  year. 

Recruitment  is  still  a  major  problem  for  us.  We  are  always  in  need  of  new 
volunteers.  Not  only  for  the  hazardous  job  of  putting  out  fires  but  for  all  the 
associated  duties  that  go  along  with  firefighting  and  fire  prevention.  Our  rescue 
squad  also  continues  to  seek  new  volunteers  to  help  those  in  need.  If  you  have 
some  time  to  spare  for  your  town  and  fellow  townspeople  or  if  you  have  any 
questions  feel  free  to  contact  me  at  736-8218  or  the  Captain  of  our  rescue 
squad  Mr.  William  French  at  736-9670  or  any  of  our  officers  or  members. 

Speaking  of  recruitment,  we  are  having  a  difficult  time  responding  to  the 
Town's  needs  during  the  day  with  strictly  a  volunteer  force.  At  the  present 
time,  over  57%  of  all  calls  are  daytime  calls  and  the  pressure  of  responding  to 
these  is  falling  on  just  a  few  individuals,  who  have  to  leave  their  businesses  or 
work.  They  are  not  complaining  but  it  is  about  time  for  the  town  to  start  looking 
at  providing  itself  with  full  time  help  to  ease  the  burden  and  assure  itself  that 
someone  will  be  there  to  respond  to  an  emergency,  even  though  it  might  be  just 
one  person  prior  to  the  arrival  of  volunteers. 

I  wish  to  thank  John  Sawyer  and  all  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  to 
include  officers,  firefighters,  rescue  squad,  auxiliary  and  explorers  who  made  it 
a  smooth  transition  for  me  upon  my  appointment  as  Chief

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1 985  and  June  1 986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal. 
The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment 
starting  April  1 , 1 986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact 
all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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EPSOM  RESCUE  SQUAD 

1 986  was  another  busy  year  for  the  Epsom  Rescue  Squad  where  we  saw  a 
significant  increase  in  the  number  of  emergency  medical  calls.  We  have  also 
been  very  busy  implementing  other  improvements  which  have  occurred  in  the 
rapidly  changing  emergency  medical  field. 

The  rescue  squad  provided  medical  assistance  to  186  patients  at  the  164 
calls  in  1986,  a  24%  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  over  last  year.  We 
continue  to  be  a  first  response  organization  which  works  in  conjunction  with 
local  ambulance  services.  Primary  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the 
Center  Bamstead  Fire  Dept.  ambulance,  which  has  paid  full-time  employees 
during  the  early  morning  and  daytime  hours  on  weekdays.  During  the  evening 
and  weekend  hours,  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  volunteers,  principally 
from  Center  Bamstead  as  well  as  the  Northwood  Rescue  Squad,  and  is 
supplemented  by  private  ambulance  services  as  required. 

Squad  accomplishments  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  responding  to 
medical  emergencies  include  presentation  (in  cooperation  with  S.C.O.P.E.)  of 
the  largest  CPR  course  ever  taught  to  town  residents,  active  participation  in 
mass  casualty  training  and  drills  and  upgrading  of  our  ability  to  communicate 
with  ambulances  and  hospitals,  which  is  increasingly  necessary  with  more 
advanced  medical  techniques  in  the  field.  Near  the  end  of  the  year,  some 
members  of  the  squad  became  trained  in  the  use  of  an  automatic  cardiac 
defibrillator,  which  we  have  recently  acquired  through  donations  from 
individuals  and  businesses  in  town.  This  machine  is  expected  to  help  save  Hves 
of  heart  attack  victims  in  Epsom. 

The  members  of  the  squad  have  been  busy  maintaining  and  upgrading  their 
skills  in  various  areas  including  CPR  provider  and  instructor  training,  EMT 
training  and  recertification.  Esophageal  Obturator  Airway  advanced  training. 
Automatic  Cardiac  Defibrillator  training  as  well  as  participating  in  monthly 
training,  blood  pressure  clinics  and  business  meetings. 

Planned  activities  for  1 987  include  one  or  more  additional  community  CPR 
courses,  training  additional  EMTs  in  advanced  procedures  such  as  EOA  and 
cardiac  defibrillation,  obtaining  advanced  treatment  protocols  with  Concord 
Hospital  at  the  paramedic  level,  developing  a  specific  medical  mass  casualty 
plan  for  the  Town  of  Epsom,  and  strengthening  the  membership  of  the  squad. 

The  squad  has  maintained  its  membership  at  1 6  active  members,  unchanged 
from  last  year,  with  several  new  members  replacing  those  who  became  inactive 
during  the  year.  We  are  fairly  well  staffed  during  nights  and  weekends.  Like 
most  other  volunteer  emergency  services,  we  are  very  short  handed  during  the 
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weekday  hours,  with  the  same  few  dedicated  members  who  are  available 
during  those  hours.  The  squad  welcomes  new  members.  We  especially  need 
additional  members  who  could  be  available  during  weekday  hours.  All  training 
and  necessary  equipment  is  provided  to  members  free  of  charge.  Any 
interested  person  should  contact  a  squad  officer  or  member. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  squad  and  the  businesses  and 
residents  of  Epsom  for  their  dedication  and  support,  which  has  allowed  the 
rescue  squad  to  make  significant  advances  in  its  ability  to  provide  emergency 
medical  care  consistent  with  the  advances  in  the  emergency  medical  field. 

Emergency  medical  service  is  available  24  hours  a  day  by  dailing  225-3355.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


The  Planning  Board  saw  another  active  year  of  subdivision  of  land  within 
the  town.  As  in  the  past,  most  of  the  subdivision  in  Epsom  was  scattered 
around  the  town  on  existing  roads.  There  seems  to  be  a  trend  towards 
subdivision  of  larger  parcels  of  land  involving  more  house  lots  and  more  road 
building. 

Large  subdivisions  involve  sizeable  amounts  of  money  invested  by  the 
developers  to  acquire  and  develop  the  land.  The  Planning  Board's  role  in 
approving  these  subdivisions  has  undergone  changes  to  reflect  the  increasing 
responsibility  inherent  in  the  complexity  of  the  plans.  The  Board  now  hires  an 
engineer  (costs  are  paid  by  the  developer)  to  review  and  advise  on  all  plans  that 
involve  road  building. 

Foremost  among  our  goals  is  to  insure  that  the  town  does  not  incur  any 
unnecessary  expense  as  a  result  of  a  particular  subdivision.  An  example  of  this 
would  be  where  a  subdivision  was  planned  so  as  to  increase  traffic  on  an 
existing  substandard  town  road.  The  Planning  Board  can  require  a  developer 
to  share  some  or  all  of  the  cost  of  improving  the  existing  substandard  town  road 
enough  to  safely  carry  the  increase  in  traffic  generated  by  the  new  subdivision. 
By  carefully  and  consistently  applying  this  principle,  the  Planning  Board  can 
allow  the  town  to  grow  —  without  taxing  the  residents  of  Epsom  to  pay  for  it.

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EPSOM  CONSERVATON  COMMISSION 

The  charges  of  the  Commission  as  set  forth  by  state  law  are:  To  protect  and 
encourage  proper  use  of  local  resources,  conduct  research  on  local  use  of  land 
and  water  areas.  Seek  to  coordinate  local  unofficial  conservation  groups  and  to 
establish  an  index  of  open  space  and  wetland  areas. 

The  Commission  has  been  developing  a  conservation  plan  for  the  town.  This 
plan  will  assess  needs  for  conservation,  set  goals  and  develope  a  plan  to  meet 
the  goals. 

One  of  the  goals  being  studied  is  the  need  to  protect  sensitive  areas  along  the 
rivers  and  streams.  As  the  town  grows  we  will  need  more  recreational  land  and 
we  need  to  protect  our  future  water  supplies. 

We  have  accomplished  a  start  on  some  of  the  goals.  One  is  an  agreement 
with  Mr.  Samuel  Bronstein  to  a  Conservation  Easement  of  Two  hundred  feet 
on  each  side  of  Gulf  Brook  on  the  property  owned  by  him.  Gulf  Brook  is  a 
major  brook  and  is  stocked  with  trout  each  year.  Also  he  is  donating  a  trail 
along  his  property  bordering  the  Range  Road  which  will  include  the  Ledges. 
This  is  an  interesting  and  educational  area.  The  survey  of  this  area  should  be 
completed  this  year.  Mr.  Bronstein  has  been  generous  and  understanding 
about  the  value  of  conservation  land  to  the  town. 

There  are  many  beautiful  natural  areas  that  people  might  like  to  have 
maintained  in  its  natural  state  so  that  future  generations  will  have  some 
knowledge  of  the  past. 

The  Conservation  Commission  can  accept  gifts  of  land,  and  money  in  the 
name  of  the  town.  The  commission  invites  other  landowners  who  would  like  to 
see  an  area  preserved  to  contact  us  about  donating  land  or  a  conservtion 
easement. 

Other  activities  conducted  by  the  commission  include  the  planting  of  berry 
producing  shrubs  for  wildlife  and  errosion  control  along  the  Suncook  River.  A 
dredge  and  fill  violation  at  Deermeadow  Pond  was  reported.  Inspection  and 
comments  have  been  sent  to  the  Wetlands  Board  on  other  dredge  and  fill 
applications. 

Activities  planned  for  1987  include  securing  conservation  easements, 
planting  more  wildlife  shrubs,  getting  information  on  wetlands,  watershed,  and 
acquifers  to  prepare  an  Acquifer  Protection  Ordinance. 

Conservation  Commission  meetings  have  been  scheduled  for  the  second 
Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Town  Hall  or  the  Library  at  7:00  P.M.

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CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  continued  to 
service  Epsom  for  this  past  year.  In  the  Home  Care  Program,  service  is 
provided  under  a  physician's  plan  of  treatment  to  patients  who  are  essentially 
homebound  with  diagnosed  illness.  This  service  is  rendered  by  health 
professionals  (Registerd  Nurses,  Physical  Therapist,  Occupational  Therapist, 
Speech  Pathologist,  Nutritionist)  and  para-professionals,  (Homemake/Home 
Health  Aides,  Home  Assistants)  according  to  the  patient's  and  family's  needs. 
Hospice  care  is  provided  to  patients  in  the  last  six  months  of  a  terminal  illness. 
The  Health  Promotion  Program  has  services  (child  health,  family  planning, 
screening)  that  are  provided  to  low  income/high  risk  patients  and  families  in 
group  settings,  such  as  clinic  and  screening  sites. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Epsom  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility, 
pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  Patients  are  also  referred  by  other  agencies.  All 
requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  home  care  can  be  provided  only  with  a 
physician's  orders. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  (224- 
4093)  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  7  p.m.,  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is 
necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  Hospice  staff  are  on  call  (224- 
4093)  7p.m.  to  8  a.m. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are 
scaled  for  those  unable  to  pay  the  charge  if  that  person  has  no  other  funding 
source  available.  However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require  a 
financial  statement  be  completed  and  a  fee  appropriate  for  which  the  patient 
will  be  responsible.  Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that 
no  fee  is  collectible. 

This  Agency  is  accredited  by  National  League  for  Nursing  and  American 
Public  Health  Association  Certified  for  Medicare  and  is  a  member  agency  of 
Home  Care  Association  of  New  Hampshire,  United  Way  of  Merrimack 
County  and  National  Association  for  Home  Care.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  past  year  has  been  a  most  eventful  one.  Growth  in  the  community  and 
its  effect  on  the  school  is  the  single  most  pressing  issue.  As  reported  to  you 
during  the  year,  growth,  in  the  form  of  unexpected  increases  in  high  school 
enrollment  and  increases  in  special  education  placements,  has  resulted  in  the 
School  District's  deficit  of  $96,721.00  for  the  1986-87  school  year.  The 
School  Board,  the  school  administrators  and  the  teachers  are  most  sensitive  to 
this  financial  situation  and  have  submitted  a  proposed  1 987-88  budget  which, 
if  accepted  by  the  taxpayers,  will  maintain  present  programs  in  the  most  cost 
effective  manner  possible. 

Discussion,  at  the  School  Board  level,  regarding  the  facilities  needs  at  the 
Epsom  Central  School  has  been  pursued.  As  enrollment  increases,  the  greater 
the  need  becomes  to  review  the  present  facility  and  to  investigate  options  for 
building  planning  for  the  future.  The  School  Board  will  solicit  assistance,  on  an 
advisory  level,  from  interested  community  members  to  serve  on  a  space  needs 
study  committee  later  this  spring.  We  will  report  to  you  on  the  findings  and 
recommendations  of  the  committee.  The  following  is  presented  for  your 
information. 


Enrollment 

The  School's  enrollment  for  the  past  several  years  has  been: 
1980-1981  :  312

Enrollment  projections,  done  for  the  District  by  the  New 
England  School  Development  Council  show  the  following 
increases  over  the  1986-1987  enrollment  of  the  following 
numbers  of  students. 

1987-1988  :    -h25 

1988-1989  :    +35(+8  from  1987-88) 

1989-1990  :    +36(+3  from  1988-89) 

Standardized  test  scores  show  our  students  scoring  above  and  below 
National  averages,  depending  on  grade  levels  and  subjects  tested.  Increases  or 
decreases  in  test  scores  at  any  given  grade  level  is  a  natural  phenomena.  The 
staff  is  investigating  the  reasons  why  changes  in  test  scores  occur  and  is 
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scheduled  to  report  their  findings  to  the  School  Board  later  this  spring.  Please 
keep  in  mind  that  standardized  test  scores  are  just  one  component  in  evaluating 
school  effectiveness.  Various  factors  enter  into  fluctuating  test  scores  which 
may  include;matching  what  is  taught  with  what  is  tested,  the  numbers  of 
students  taking  the  test,  the  ability  of  the  students  taking  the  test,  the  conditions 
in  which  the  test  was  administered,  and  the  amount  of  time  spent  preparing 
students  on  how  to  take  standardized  tests.  The  Hst  is  certainly  not  all- 
inclusive.  I  bring  this  information  to  your  attention  so  that  judgements  are  not 
made  on  the  success  or  lack  of  success  of  your  schoolsbased  exclusively  on  test 
scores  in  a  given  year. 

Upward  trends  in  test  scores  (over  time)  along  with  declining  dropout  rates, 
increased  enrolhnent  in  honor  classes,  improved  reading  scores,  increased 
post  secondary  school  admissions,  increased  student  leisure  time  in  academic 
pursuits  (i.e.  reading,  computer),  and  increased  interest  in  school  activities 
show  a  more  accurate  picture  which  reflects  a  positive  evaluation.  If  these 
trends  are  reversed,  the  picture  would  be  negative.  If  trends  are  mixed,  so  is  the 
picture.  The  point  is  the  goals  in  education  are  complex  and  the  measure  of  the 
success  or  failure  of  such  goals  is  complex  as  well.  When  we  look  at  the  Epsom 
picture,  in  its  entirety,  we  have  much  to  be  proud  of 

As  you  may  already  know,  the  demand  for  teachers  is  rising  fast,  and  the 
supply  shows  no  sign  of  following  that  demand.  Teachers  and  parents  are  the 
most  important  resource  in  the  educational  lives  of  our  children.  For  our 
schools  to  do  the  kind  of  job  that  is  expected  by  you  we  need  to  take  measures 
to  hire  quahty  teachers  as  well  as  retain  quality  teachers.  The  School  Board 
and  Epsom  teachers  are  approaching  the  second  year  of  a  two  year  contract. 
Your  continued  support  of  the  Board's  effort  in  providing  a  quality  education 
for  the  children  of  Epsom  is  needed  and  appreciated.  For  your  information  the 
following  figures  are  presented: 

1986-1987  Teacher's  Average  Salary 

Nation: 25,347 

New  Hampshire: 20,260 

Epsom: 18,092 

Citizen  participation  in  the  form  of  volunteerism  at  Epsom  Central  School  is 
on  the  increase  and  is  one  very  important  reason  for  the  success  of  our 
schools.  The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all  of  you  who  have 
supported  the  school  in  the  form  of  volunteerism.  For  those  who  would  like  to 
volunteer,  please  feel  free  to  contact  the  school. 

The  last  item  I  would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention  is  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  at  the  SAU  Office.  George  Blaisdell  announced  his  resignation 
last  fall  to  accept  the  superintendency  at  North  Andover,  Massachusetts. 
George  provided  excellent  educational  leadership  for  each  of  the  five  school 
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districts  of  SAU  #53  throughout  the  past  five  years.  He  will  be  missed.  At  its 
December,  1986  business  meeting,  the  five  school  boards  of  SAU  #53  elected 
me  as  your  new  superintendent,  I  am  very  proud,  indeed  honored,  to  accept  the 
new  challenge  and,  with  your  support,  will  carry  out  my  new  responsibilities 
with  the  dedication  and  professionaHsm  you  have  seen  in  the  past.  Thomas 
Haley  was  appointed  to  serve  as  interim  assistant  superintendent  throughout 
the  remainder  of  the  school  year,  June  30,  1987.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a 
person  of  Tom's  knowledge  and  background  of  SAU  #53  to  assume  the 
responsibilities  at  mid-year.  We  are  a  team!  Roberta  Doore,  Pembroke 
Academy  business  department  chairperson,  is  serving  as  interim  Pembroke 
Academy  principal  for  Tom  Haley.  Bobbi  and  Tom  will  resume  their  duties  at 
Pembroke  Academy  on  July  1,1987.  With  these  two  competent  and  dedicated 
professionals,  we  expect  a  smooth  transition  period  this  spring. 

In  other  business  at  the  SAU  #53  December  1  meeting,  the  school  boards 
voted  to  approve  increases  in  the  number  of  professional  staff  positions  at  the 
SAU  office.  In  a  management  study  conducted  last  fall  by  the  Center  for 
Educational  Field  Services  (CEFS)  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
results  clearly  show  the  need  to  increase  staff  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the 
increases  in  work  load  (workload  increases  result  from  population  growth  in 
the  form  of  building  projects,  from  the  effective  management  of  school  budgets, 
the  development  of  curriculum  and  other  regular  and  special  education 
program  development  activites).  An  excerpt  taken  from  the  CEFS  report 
supports  the  point; 

"In  1982,  SAU  #53  was  administering  more  money  with 
less  staff  compared  with  2  other  SAUs  in  [a]  survey.  Over  the 
past  5  years,  the  fact  that  2  SAUs  have  divided  into  4 
indicates  that  SAU  #53  continues  to  provide  an  array  of 
administration  services  in  an  extremely  cost  effective  manner." 

Our  intent  is  to  continue  to  provide  cost  effective  administrative  services  to 
you  and  your  children  through  your  schools.  With  your  support  of  these  office 
changes,  we  will  achieve  this  worthy  goal.

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EPSOM  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 
NURSE'S  REPORT 

There  were  more  than  3000  visits  to  the  health  office  this  school  year.  Those 
included  treatment  for  injuries,  illness,  and  health  counseling.  Screening 
programs  included:  hearing,  vision,  color  perception,  scoliosis,  blood 
pressure,  pediculosis,  and  nutritional  assessments.  Referrals  were  made  when 
necessary  and  follow-up  care  was  given  when  indicated.  The  School  Nurse 
also  provided  nursing  treatment  for  "  special  needs"  children  when  appropriate 
and  was  also  a  member  of  the  Pupil  Placement  Team. 

Three  dental  programs  were  provided  for  care  and  education.  The  Dental 
Health  Conference  was  sponsored  by  the  Bureau  of  Dental  Public  Health  and 
our  local  S.C.O.P.E.  group.  Each  of  the  214  students  received  a  cleaning  and 
flouride  treatment  by  Mrs.  Linda  Sawyer,  Dental  Hygienist.  Dental  care  for 
treatment  of  problems  was  sponsored  by  private  funds  from  the  School  Nurse 
Student  Health  Association.  The  Flouride  Rinse  Program  for  grades  R-5  was 
carried  out  in  those  classrooms  with  the  assistance  of  the  Dental  Bureau. 

Several  of  our  children  received  financial  assistance  for  medicine,  vision 
care,  hospital  visits,  medical  care  and  clothing.  There  were  again  assisted  by 
the  N.H.  Department  of  Medical  Services  and  the  S.N.S.H.A..  Children 
needing  immunizations  were  taken  to  the  Rural  District  Health  Council  Clinic. 
Eighty- four  student  participated  in  the  "athletic  physical"  program  conducted 
at  the  school  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Pittsfield  Medical  Center. 

Health  education  programs  continued  using  our  new  health  education 
curriculum  for  grades  R-8.  Safety  programs  were  presented  in  the  form  of  first 
aid  and  personal  safety,  fire  safety,  and  bicycle  safety.  Programs  taught  or 
team-taught  by  the  School  Nurse  included  the  ANRC  "Basic  First  Aid," 
"Human  Growth  and  Reproduction,"  and  "Health  Awareness."  Our  emphasis 
on  good  nutrition  remains  strong  with  the  cooperation  of  all  the  teachers,  hot 
lunch  staff,  parents,  and  volunteers.  Our  school  store  which  sells  only 
nutritious  snacks  still  flourishes  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Fostier. 

All  of  the  above  programs  are  the  result  of  both  school  and  community 
efforts.  We  appreciate  the  support  of  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent, 
the  Principal,  the  entire  school  staff,  the  Epsom  Rescue  Squad,  the  Epsom 
Police  Department,  S.C.O.P.E.,  and  the  many  parents  and  volunteers  who 
make  up  this  caring  community.
